Avalon Rusk is interested in blending together divergent 
musical styles and cultural musical languages to create new 
and refreshing sound experiences. His music draws from an 
experience of performance in a variety of western and non- 
western idioms such as jazz/fusion, electronic music, rock/R 
& Band various kinds of pop music as well as contemporary 
chamber and choral music. He is currently studying 
composition with Larysa Kuzmenko and has previously 
studied composition and related materials with Alexander 
Rapoport, Tony Murgle, Gary Kulesha, Dennis Patrick and 
Christos Haizis. 


Running Fire is an exploration of contrasts, both within each 
movment as well as between the slow and languid pace 

of the first movement and the at times frantic pace of the 
second. 

New Leaves From Ashes depicts an image of the 
aftermath of a forest fire: a broken black and grey landscape 
with charred trunks of trees sticking up into a stormy sky like 
monuments of a lost ancient civilization. Between fallen burnt 
logs, the richest green of new growth shoots upward from 
the dark soil of the forest floor. 

Fire Serpent portrays the almost alive aspect of fire in 
which flames dance around and sway back and forth 
hypnotically, almost like a serpent crawling among the 
embers and burning logs. 


The University of Toronto Outreach Ensemble is a 
unique teaching and performance group founded in the Fall 
of 2008. Led by Chase Sanborn, The Outreach Ensemble 
features nine talented undergraduate and graduate jazz 
students. Part of the mandate of this group is to engage 
student in local high school music programs through clinics 
and performances.
